A sad tragedy recently occurred atan amateur the- 
atrical performance in San Francisco, Cal. Miss Grace 
King gave a reception. The feature of the evening's 
entertainment was the production of a short play 
written by Sydney McCoy. Theplot of the play was 
the betrayal pf a band of Russian nihilists by one of 
their number, The nihilists discover their traitor and 
condemn her to death. They decide by lot who shal! 
perform the execution and the number fell to the 
character portrayed by McCoy, Miss King playing the 
part of traitor, 

She is given the choice of being killed or stabbing 
herself, and chooses the latter alternative. McCoy 
' handed hera etont dagger. Inthe play the girl, in- 
stead of killing herself, was to stab her executioner, 
and as Miss King received the knife she reached for- 
ward totouch McCoy on the breast with the knife. 
At the same instant McCoy started toward the girl, 
when she stumbled, and falling forward with the dag- 
ger in her band, drove it through McCoy's heart. He 
walked off the stage and fell dead. Miss King was 
exonerated by the coroner’s jury.

CAROLINE CROWE, a 
white widow, bas been 
the cause of a small- 
sized race war in Fort 
Dodge, Ia. She became 
infatuated with John 
Henry, a negro, and 
made up her mind to 
marry him. Mrs. Crowe 
isabout fifty years old 
and has always been 
considered respectable. 
About a week ago Henry 
returned from Sioux 
City witha marriage li- 
cense and boasted 
among bis friends that 
on the following day he would start on his wedding 
trip with the widow as his bride. 

Mrs. Crowe is the mother of four grown children, 
all of whom are thoroughly respectable, and who 
keenly felt the disgrace of her proposed alliance. On 
Friday evening the sons with a party of about a dozen 
friends undertook to drive the African wooer out of 
town and provide him with a warm suit of tar and 
feathers, The party approached the Crowe home iu a 
body, where they knew the negro to be, and demanded 
entrance. They found locked doors. Both Henry and 
his prospective bride appeared at the window and 
swore they would shoot the first man who attempted 
toenter. The party withdrew without accomplisLiug 
its purpose. On Saturday the burly negro appeared 
on the streets with a loaded Winchester and threat- 
ened boldly to shoot his enemies on sight. He carried 
the gun all day. In the evening he was arrested at the 
instance of Crowe's relatives charged with threatening 
to commit murder. He will be given a hearing Mon- 
day. This prevented his carrying out his wedding 
trip designs. Itis suggested that Mrs. Crowe is in- 
sane as the only explanation of her infatuation, and 
she may be examined by the Insane Commissioners. 
Henry, the Othello in the case, figured conspicuously 
in the Haddock murder at Sioux City several years ago.

he was arrested by the authorities of West Liberty and 
putin the village jail. The villainy of Jackson and 
his brutal treatment of pretty ‘Bessie Hinkie soon 
spread and an excited body of men gathered at the 
village grocery. Several of the more excitable sug- 
gested that such villainy called for mob justice. The 
idea was taken up with a will and a rush made for 
masks, switches and tar buckets. 

A determined party was soon assembled at the door 
of the jail. The jailer refused to give up the key, so 
the word was passed around to batter down the door. 
This was soon accomplished, and the colored villain, 
shuddering with fright, was taken out and bound hand 
and foot. The men then took him to the outskirts of 
the town. He begged them to spare him, but they 
were deaf to his entreaties. 

They first removed all his clothing, although the 
weather was bitterly cold and the ground covered 
with snow. They then gathered around him and 
flogged him with switches until he yelled with agony. 
They then covered his quivering flesh with hot tar and 
rolled him in a lot of feathers. He was then more dead 
than alive. He managed to crawl away and escape. 
The young girl's father, Michael Hinkle arrived from 
Delaware wild with grief. He found his daughter at 
Huntsville. 


A surr ror $50,000 for the alleged alienation of a 
wife's affections, which will come up for trial in the 
Court of Common Pieas, this city, shortly, has some 
features of an unusual character. 

D. Barney Epstein is the defendant. He has fashion- 
able tendencies, and an office at No. 116 Duane street, 
where he is the proprietor of a wholesale shoe house. 
He also has a place of business in Tuscaloosa, Ala., 
and it is there that the trouble began which makes him 
the defendant in the present case. 

Nathan Beiman is the plaintiff. His New York 
office is at No. 27 Lispenard street, and heis also the 
proprietor of two establishments in Alabama, one ip 
the town of Marion and the other in the town of Eu- 
tab. Heis about thirty-two years of age. Epstein is 
about thirty, and Mrs. Annie Beiman, who has caused 
all the trouble, is twenty-five, short and buxom in 
figure and exceedingly pretty in face. Mrs. Beiman 
is now living with her mother, Mrs. Grissman, in 
Brownsville, a suburb of Brooklyn. 

According to the affidavits, the trouble began on 
March 1 last. Mr. apd Mrs. Beiman were then living 
in Alabama. They went to Tuscaloosa to see Ey atein 
about business matters, and Epstein, it is alleged, in- 
duced the young lady to leave her husband. He prom- 
ised her, it is said, a fine home in New York, with 
plenty of diamonds and fine clothes. He said, it is 
stated, that it would be very easy for her to get a di- 
vorce, and then they could get married. 

These alluring pictures were too much for Mrs. Bei- 
man, and she left her husband. He made her go be- 
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fore his lawyer in Tuscaloosa, it is claimed, and she 
made a statement which, it is also claimed, wade 
plain her relations with Epstein. 

Then Mrs. Beimau came North and went to live with 
her mother. She, it is alleged, drew all the money out 
of the bank, which bad been placed there in her name 
by her husband,and gave the money to Epstein to 
keep for her. 

After her departure Epstein remained for a few 
weeks fixing up his business so that he could follow 
her, andin that time wrote her several letters of an 
endearing nature, which the husband subsequently 
obtained, and which will be used as evidence in the 
suit, 

When Mr. Epstein learned that he was being sued 
he made a general denial of all the charges, saying 
that it was an attempt at blackmail. 

Lawyer Greenthal says that when the present suit 
has been disposed of, Beiman will sue his wife for di- 
vorce, naming Epstein as co-respondent. Mr. Green- 
thal also said that Mrs. Beiman is cut up about Ep- 
stein’s desertion of Ler, and will furnish all the neces- 
sary evidence in the suit for the alienation of her 
affections.

MyrRt_Le L. FULLER, daughter of Roscoe Fuller, a 
wealthy citizen of Cambridge, Vt., aud a niece of Sena- 
tor Fuller, of North Dakota, was arrested in Burling- 
ton a few days ago charged with bigamy. Her case wag 
to havecome up in the Addison County Court, but 
she has fled. She is an intelligent, vivacious girl of 
good appearance. Her adventures cover a territory 
from New Hampshire to the Pacific Coast. 

Her first husband was Mr. Matthew H. Kunnedy, of 
Two Harbors, Minn., a superintendent of bridges and 
buildings on the Duluth & Iron Ringe Railroad. 

The first acquaintance of the couple was by means 
of a Western matrimonial paper and the resulting cor 
respondence, They met in Concord, N. U., where 
Myrtle was an apparently respectable dressmaker. 
This was in May, 1891. 

Shortly after Kennedy's return to Minnesota he 
received a letter from Miss Fuller asking as to a pos- 
sible sitnation for her in Duluth. He at once inclosed 


advertisements clipped from papers in 
Duluth. Shortly afterwards Miss Full- 
er arrived at Duluth, Kennedy desired 
to marry at once the girl whom he had 
known less than a week, and on New 
Year’s eve of 1892 they were married 
at West Superior. They went to James- 
town, N. Dak., to visit the bride's uncle, 
Bailey W. Fuller, then mayor of the 
town. They then returned to Du- 
lutb, where, after a month or two of contentment, 
the husband found that his wife was intimate with 
four different men. Kennedy informed his wife that 
he would have notbing more to do with her, He gave 
her a handsome sum of money and left for Denver. 

Mrs. Kennedy professed great repentance, but in 
March she sent a Jetter to a well-known young man, 
now at Essex Junction, Vt., who was then living in 
Mexico. She addressed him as “Dearest Husband,” 
and said she was in Portland with “Mother and Clate.” 
Her letter breathes passionate love in every sentence. 
She remained in Portland three weeks, representing 
herself during that time as the daughter of Senator 
Fuller. She finally left for Denver, claiming that 
Kennedy had deserted her and left her destitute. She 
didn’t find Kennedy. 

Myrtle left Denver and then met Ira M. Taylor,a 
resident of Bristol, Vt. They joined company and 
came East, stopping on the way at Chicago and other 
places. They arrived in Burlington in April. Myrtle

introduced Taylor to several persons as “her million- 
aire busband, Mr. Kennedy,” as it was known here 
that she had married a man by that name in the West. 
Mrs. Kennedy secured credit at some of the stores and 
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replenished her wardrove. Iu May she and Taylor 
went to Plattaburg and were married. 

Shortly after this Mrs. Kennedy disappeared, and 
the next thing heard of her was the receipt by a local 
newspaper in this city ofa telegram dated Wilming- 
ton, Del., signed: “High Sheriff L. Keller,’’ which an- 
nounced that Mrs. Kennedy had been burned todeath 
atthe Delmar Hotel, that city, Sept. 4 last. A copy of 
the newspaper was mailed to Kennedy, but he saw 
through the ruse. He had also been notified of her 
marriage to Taylor, and after corresponding with the 
minister at Plattsburg who performed the ceremony, 
had Mrs. Kennedy arrested in this city on the charge 
of bigamy. é 

The Grand Jury found a true bill against her and 
bail was fixed at $600. She telegraphed to her father, 
who went bail forher. Mrs. Kennedy has been stay-

Franzhein is a gambler, 
and a year ago he deserted his wife and went to St. 
Louis, She supported herself and two children by

Freeman was bookkeeper for his father, J. J. Freeman 
a large wholesale feed merchant. He boarded at Mrs. 
Fravzhein’s and fellin love with her. Franzbhein re- 
turned to Memphis, but did not visit his wife's house 
until the night of the tragedy. He was told that his 
wife had gone to the theatre with Freeman. He slipped 
into her bedroom,concealed himself behind a dressing 
case aud awaited her arrival. Freeman accompanied 
her to her room, and both retired for the night. 

Then Franzhein came from his concealment and 
fired the ball entering Freeman's abdomen and pase- 
ing through the liver. His wife screamed, ‘‘Kill me, 
too! [am ready to go with bim.” 

“No; you are not worth wasting bullets on, Goand 
jump in the river,” was Franzhein's reply. He then 
left the house. 

When Franzhein reached town he sent word to Free- 
man that he would shoot him unless he ceased his at- 
tentions to Mrs. Franzhein. Freeman lingered all 
day, and was tenderly nursed by his paramour, who 
never left his room until death occurred. In hopeof 
Freeman's recovery the facts of the shooting were 
kept secret, and the police did not hear of it until just 
before bis death, Public opinion does not justify the 
busband, because of his previous bad treatment of his 
wife. The latter is a strikingly handsome woman, 25 
yearsold, She alwaye had an excellent reputation 
until her name and Freeman's became the subject of 
gossip.

A romance, terminating in a suit for divorce, and 
another suit against the mother of the young husband 
for $50,000, wiil soon be heard in the Supreme Court, 
thia city. 

Annie Amelia Hall, a handsome girl of twenty odd 
years, was living in the old town of Magog, in the 
Province of Quebec, two and a half years ago, when 
her cousin, Charles Rogers Pelyram, whose father bad 
been a member of the firm of Pelgram & Co., silk man- 
ufacturers of Paterson, N. J., and died seven years 
ago, leaving $1,000,000, came from Paterson, accom- 
panied by bis mother, to visit her father, Judge John 
H. Hall, the magistrate of the district. Charlie was 
not yet nineteen years old, but he fell in love with his

cousin, Annie Amelia, or Millie, as she was usually 
called. 

Aboutthe latter part of November, 1890, Miss Millic, 
80 she says, received an invitation from Charlie's 
mother to visit her in Paterson. Mrs. Pelgram has 
lived there since her husband's death with her four 
children Charles Rovers, now twenty-one years old; 
George, nineteen, and her two daughters, Carrie and 
Ethel, both younger than the boys. 

When Miss Hall arrived in Paterson Charlie Pelgram 
was at the depot, with horse and carriage, to mect her. 
Their attachment soon became evident. Mrs. Pelgram 
opposed the match. She told her son that he was too 
young to think of getting married. And she also said 
his cousin was much too old for him. Ina short time 
Miss Hall started to return to Canada, but she stopped 
in New York. Here Charlie met her Dec. 6, 1890. 
They went to St. George’s Church and were married 
by the Rev, Dr. Wilson. 

Charlie kissed his wife farewellatthe depot. She 
went home to her parents, while young Pelgram re- 
turned to Paterson. Some days later he told his 
mother. She was surprised and grieved. Some time 
later Millie asked her boy husband to support her. He 
never replied to her letter, she says, nor did he come 
to Canada. Finally, when it became known last spring 
that Mrs. Pelzram, Jr., was about to sue her husband 
for divorce, hia mother sent him to Europe, He re- 
turned a couple of months ago. Negotiations were 
reopened. Now Charlie Pelgram is in Europe once 
more. 

Mrs. Pelgraw, Jr., is now ready to sue for divorce. 
The case was opened by Lawyer Frank J. Keller, who 


‘has an office in the Pulitzer building, when he put the 


papers into the hands of the Sheriff, with instructions 
to serve them on the defendants, if possible. They 
are now on file in the Sheriffs office. She sues her 
husband for absolute divorce, and her mother-in-law, 
Eliza M. Pelgram for $50,000 damages for alienating 
the affections of her husband. 

In ber affidavit in the divorce suit Mrs. Pelgraw, Jr., 
charges that between March 25 and May 1, 1891, the 
defendant was guilty of infidelity with a woman 
named Agnes, whose last name is unknown to her, at 
No. 469 River street. Paterson, N.J. She further ac 
cuses her husband of having been untrue to her upon 
numerous other occasions. She also says that last 
May her husband went “Parkhursting” in West 
Thirty-first street. She asks that the bonds of matri- 
mony existing between defendant and herself be dis- 
solved, and thata reasonable provision for her sup- 
port be made out of the property of the defendant, to- 
gether with the costs and disbursements of the action. 

{In the suit against her mother-in-law Mrs. Pelzram, 
Jr., charges that immediately after her marriage, 
while she was living with her husband as man and 
wife, Mrs. Pelgram, Sr., enticed her busband away 
from her and forced him, under threats of disinheri- 
tance, to send her back to her father’s home at Magog, 
Canada, and induced him to remain at Paterson.

by her son for a divorce, and that, failing in this at- 
tempt, Mrs. Pelgram, Sr., proposed ina letter to Judge 
Hall to send his daughter to Dakota, where she could 
briug suit for divorce on the ground of abandonment 
and non-support, and on her obtaining this divorce 
that she would pay her $500. 

Mrs. Pelgram, Jr., also says that Charlie's mother 
induced him to write to her father on April 2, 1892, 
what she termsa most infamous letter reflecting on 
the character and virtue of the plaintiff, and that she 
also induced her busband to write that he would re- 
side with her in Canadaif she was willing, not believ- 
ing that the offer would be accepted. 

The letters referred to in young Mrs. Pelgram's affi- 
davit are in possession of Lawyer Keller. The one 
Mrs. Pelgram, Sr., addressed to her -eousin, Judge 
Hall, zoes over mapy of the facts of the marriage. 
Then she says that she never allows Millie's name to 
be mentioned in the house, as she does not want to 
open an old wound. She blames Judge Hall for bav- 
ing brought up bis daughter in such a lively place as 
Mayou. 

She says that Millie is twenty-nine years old. and 
her son was led intoatrap. She says that Charlie has 
been foolish, but not wicked, and much more than 
any mother Would write under the same circumstan- 
ces, She speaks of his having no money but what she 
would choose to give bim, and she thinks the marriage 
should be dissolved. Here are some of the paragraphs 
from Charley Pelgram’‘s letter: 

**PaATFRSON, April 2, 1892. 

“Mr JonHn HaLu—Dear Sir: A letter received from

The first time my son 
met her wasin the summer of 1890. I paid a visit to 
her mother in Canada, who is a cousin of mine and 
for whom I have a great affection.

Before receiv- 
ing any further damage Duncan ran through an alley 
near by, thus making his escape from the enraged 
husband.

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A DOMESTIC TRAGEDY IN ALBANY, N. Y. 
[SUBJECT OF ILLUSTRATION.] 


A horrible murder and attempted suicide recently 
occurred in Albany, N.Y. William H. Shattuck, aged 
twenty-two years, shot his wife, aged nineteen, three 
times in the head, killing her instantly. He then shot 
himself in the temple, but is alive, and will probably 
live. 

The couple have only been married about three 


months, and were living with Mrs. Shattuck’s parents, ©

It appears that the couple have not lived happily to- 
gether lately, owing principally to the wife learning 
that her husband bad purchased a watch and given it 
to another woman before the marriage. Since then 
Mr. Shattuck took the watch back from the other 
woman and asked his wife if she would like to have it. 

She said “No,” that she had a watch of her own, and 
tbat anyway she would not carry a watch that was 
bought for another woman. This watch question was 
a subject of many heated arguments between Shat- 
tuck, his wife and her mother, and was apparently 
directly the cause of the shooting. 


Mrs. Radley reproached Shattuck about lying about 


the watch and demanded that he tell the truth about 
it. The story he told differed from the previous ones, 
and Mrs. Radley told him so. In the meantime Shat- 
tuck’s wife found a receipt for the watch in his over- 


coat pocket. This angered him and he went into the: 


front parlor. 

Mrs. Shattuck went in there shortly afterward to get 
her hat and jacket, as she was going out shopping 
with her mother. 

As she stood by the chair on which her jaczet was 
Langing, her husband, with a 32-calibre revolver, shot 
her three times before she could turn around—once in 
the forehead, the second time in the left eye and once 
again in the left side of the neck. The young girl fell 
dead by the side of the stove. 

After that her husband shot himself in the left 
temple. George Radley, a younger brother of the 
murdered woman, succeeded in getting the pistol 
away from him and went immediately after Shattuck’s 
father.

TAKEN BACK TO WASHINGTON.

Catbarine Rickart, alias Kate Rickard, alias Catbar- 
ine Sheridan, alias Cethariue Rickerd,a pretty young 
wowan, was arrested in this city last week on a charge 
of having robbed a princess. There is a romance con- 
nected with ber story. Sbe was indicted by the Grand 
Jury of Washington, D. C, upon a complaint sworn 
to by Prince Don Mario RKuspoli, who is an attache at 
the Italian Legation in that city. 

The young woman, who was employed as maid to 
the Princess Ruspoli, stole from her mistress jewelry 
and wearing apparel valued at about $2,000. Among 
the articles the young woman appropriated are a gold 
brooch set with a number of diamonds, valued at 
$700, and three watches, 

Priuce Ruspoli, who belongs to one of the most aris- 
tocratic families in Italy, came to this country last 
summer to attend the Columbian celebration. He was 
accompanied by his young wife, the Princess Ruspoli. 
She, too,is a descendant of one of the best known 





families of Europe. Her father isthe present Marquis 
de Talleyrand, who isa grand nephew of the famous 
Talleyrand, of Napoleon's time. 

Durivg the early part of June the Prince and his 
family moved to Lenox, Mass., where they had rented 
a pretty cottage. An American friend engaged Mrs. 
Rickard, who said she was twenty-two years old, as 
companion and maid for the Princess. 

Mre. Rickard is a pretty woman. Sbe has larue, 
black eyes, which sparkle like stars, wavy black hair 
aud good features. She is quite accomplished. She 
can speak, read and write Euglish, French and Italian. 
She is conversant with two or three other languages 
besides. 

Tire young woman succeeded in gaining the entire 
coufidence of her employer. She looked after the 
household affairs. Early in September the Prince con- 
cluded he would return to New York with his family. 
He leased a four-story house in Seveuty-fourth street, 
just next to the corner of Madison avenue, for two 
months, from Sept. 20. 

Prince Rusoli, the Princess, their child and Mrs.

accused of stealing. Mrs. Rickard could wear the 
dresses of the Princess. The latter had so much con- 
fidence in the young woman, however, that it was a 
long time before she could believe that she had been 
employing a thief,and that Mrs. Rickard had been 
parading in raiment borrowed from the princely 
wardrobe. 

Prince Ruspoli looked at the matter in a different 

light. He reported the case to the police authorities 
in Washington, and Detective Joseph W. Mattingly 
was detailed to look after the young woman. He 
couldn't find her. 
- When Mrs. Rickard ran away from Washington she 
left two trunks behind. They contained a number of 
letters which had been written by young doctors em- 
ployed in New York hospitals, showing that Mrs. 
Rickard had been at one time a nurse in New York. 
Most of the letters are said to be love letters. A pho- 
tograph of Mrs. Rickard arrayed in a gorgeous gown 
owned by the Princess was also found. 

In the meantime the Grand Jury of Washington bad 
found an indictment for larceny against the young 
woman, Supt. Byrnes turned the case over to Acting 
Chiet Inspector McLaughlin, who detailed Detective 
Sergts. Wade and Hanley to tind the woman. She was 
subsequently arrested. 

When searched at Police Headquarters by a 1aatron 
two pawn tickets were found on her person. They 
were for two of the articles she had stolen from the 
Princess and had been pawned in this city for $40. 
Mrs. Rickard confessed her guilt. 

She told Inspector McLaughlin that she was born in 
[reland twenty-three years ago. She said she came to 
this country when very young and went to live Sonth. 
He sent her to a 
convent, where she received a first-class education. 

She-said she married about seven years ago a man 
named Rickard. She lived with her busbaud upto four 
years ago, when she deserted him. She is mother ofa 
boy now about six years old. 

The boy is being brought up by a private family in 
this city. Kate bas beena professional nurse. It is 
said she was employed-at one time at Blackwell's 
Island Hospital. 

Judge Brown, of the United States District Court, 
issued a warrant of removal and turned the prisoner 
over toa deputy United States marshal. She was taken 
to Washington. 

While in the Tombs Police Court Mrs. Rickard was 
very despondent and angry. She said she would 
make somebody suffer if she were taken to Washing- 
tona prisoner. Sheintimated that she knew a good 
deal about Prince Ruspoliand his father-in-law, and 
that she could haul a family skeleton out of the Rus- 
poli closet if she wanted to. She promised to tell all 
she knew when her trial takes place in Washington. 

She told enough of his valuable secret to show that 
it referred to the old scandal involving the Marquis de 
Talleyrand-Perigord and Mrs. Frederic Stevens, which 
was famous ten years ago. 

Mrs. Rickard admitted that her cherished and valu- 
able secret related to the marriage of Mrs. Stevens to 
the Marquis de Talleyrand Perigord. 

Mrs. Stevens, or thd Duchesse de Dino, as she is now 
known, was the daughter of Josiah Simpson,a New 
York merchant. She married Lawyer Frederic Stevens 
and lived bappily with him until the Marquis de 
Talleyrand-Perigord came to New York about twelve 
years ago. 

It is said Mrs. Stevens became infatuated with him. 
Mrs. Stevens went abroad soon after the Marquis re- 
turned there. She came back in 1882 to seek a divorce. 
She finally got one on the ground of non-support. 

The Marquis got a divorce in Paris from his wife, 
and when both were free he and Mrs. Stevens were 
married in Paris. 

Mrs. Stevens was very wealthy. The Marquis after- 
wards obtained the title of Duc de Dino. Mrs. Ste- 
vens’s daughter Daisy was married in December, 
1891, to Prince Orlowski, a Polish nobleman. -

Ricuarp K. Fox—Sporting matters here are flourishing.

Tom Williams, who is going to America, is the recognized 140- 
pound champion, as you style the pngilists between light and 
middie-weights in America.

A first-class match for Johnny Griffin, the 122-pound cham- 
pion of America, would be Joe Steers. He is « better boxer 
than George Johneon, and chalks ahead of Fred Johnson, who 
fought Goorge Dixon, Steers met Tom Williams on Dec. 21 in 
the National Club. Wiliams had challenged ali England, Con- 
sequently great interest was centered in his meeting with Steers, 
who is without doubt the best amateur we have in the country. 

After shaking hands they threw themselves into position, 
Steers standing rather wide, while the Antipodean stoed erect 
and looked in consequence the taller. Afterafew rapid passes 
Steora let co at the body, and the pair rushed to close quarters, 
but in their eagerness missed several well meant blows, They 
clinched, and as they broke away Steers landed his right on the 
Jaw with force.

Up again, he made 
a furious rush, but Joe anticipated him and cleverly ducked as 
the Australian lashed out his right, The latter clean missed 
his map and tumbled to the boards, and “Time !"put an end to 
the bout.

Bowen again fvored Pieiden in the third by a 
right-hand swing, but the Euglishinan was up in « flash and 
jJabbed Bowen heavily in the mouth. Bowen endeavored to rurh 
the fighting and tried for his opponent's stomach with his left. 
* Fielden fought on the defensive and by the exercise of every 
known trick led Gowen to continue his rushing tactics. In the 
ninth round Bowen again floored Fielden, and by heavy infight- 
ing managed to daze the Englishman. 

Up to the end of the tenth round the men were fresh, but 
fighting fast. Bowen continued to press the fighting and alter- 
nated with the left on the stomach and ribs, and the right on the 
jaw and neck. Fielien’s cleverness as a boxer and quickness 
in getting away evoked rounds of applause. Upto the twelfth 
round things looked pretty even. Fielden had a very ugly 
chopping blow with his right when In close quarters and he used 
it to advantage throughout the content. 

The fifteenth round was a remarkably hot one. Bowen rushed, 
and knocked Pielien about the ring like a child. He tried the 
same game again, however, and came within an ace of being 
knocked out In a sharp rally : 

From this time until the twenty-second round, when Fielden 
was knocked out, it was apparently a losing battle for the Eng- 
lishman.

The latter's 
head struck the floor with a thud, and he lay motionless. Van 
Lleest'’s second, seeing the jig was up, threw up the sponge. 
Five m‘nutes after the fight Van Heest was borne to the dress- 
ing room, not having fully regained consciousness I have an 
idea that a boxer must live on the Pacific Slope to receive fair 
play, judging by the Siddons and Sol Smith fight, and the lat- 
ter’s battle with Van Heest.

John L. Suliivan has again shifted the cut on be- 
ing introduced to the audience in the Windsor Theatre, New 
York, by Frank B. Murtha, the popular manager of the theatre. 
Sullivan made a stirring speech, which lasted for fully 5 min- 
utes, The conquered champion said, among other things, that 
he hai not the remotest idea of fighting Corbett again. [le 
stated with trembling voice and moistened eyes that his day 
had come at last, and that he was no longer young nor ener- 
getic enough to battle against youth and strength. ‘Corbett,” 
he said, “whipped me fairly and honestly. When I fought him 
I was already a wreck of old age and reckless living.’ (Loud 
cheers and cries of “John, you could yet whip him with proper 
training.) ‘‘I am making a comfortable living in the theatri- 
cal profession,” he continued, ‘and I am perfectly satisfied 
without whipping other people. There is one thing, however, I 
wish to say, and that is, if I still was champion I would fight 
within a year. Corbett refuses to, but alter all he must be given 
credit for the clear brain he possesses.” Sullivan also sald that 
the allegations he made against his backers were based on 
sound facts, but he did not make any personal attack on their 
characters, nor did he mention their names. As faras the re- 
ports were concerned that he was crazy, he said they were ali 
bosh, as his personal appearance and speech could prove. 
When the defeated hero finished, the audience literally Jumped 
out of their seats to applaud his speech. Sullivan was a great 
pugilist in his day, but he should now retire from the prize 
ring, for his constitution will not stand the strain of training, 
aud when a man cannot train it is foolish for him to engage in 
even a fvot race, let alone a istic encounter,

It Dick Burge is the light-weight champion of 
Engiand, and there is no doubt aboutit, he having defeated 
Jimmy Carney for that title by a foul, he must fight according 
to the rules that govern the light-weight championship, that is 
asfaras the pugilistic premiership is concerned in this coun- 
try. Jack McAuliffe is the recognized light-weight champion 
of America. Ile has defended that title against all challengers 
for years and always stood ready to meet any pugilist in the 
world at the weight which governs the light-weight champion- 
ship, which is 133 pounds. At the time Richard K. Fox offered 
the “Police Gazette” light-weight championship belt to govern 
latter title, and which trophy was open for any boxer in the 
world to contend for, providing he could fight at 138 pounds or 
below, McAuliffe claimed the trophy and fought for it until it 
became his own property. McAuliffe often to secure matches 
had to give weight away, but he was not compelled to do so, and 
if a challenger refused to Hight at 133 pounds McAuliffe could have 
refused to battle and still held the title. Burge cannot fight at 
133 pounds. Itisa difficult task for him to train down to 140 
pounds, which is seven pounds over the championship limit, and 
McAuliffe would be foolish to arrange any match unless the 
English champion agreed to fight at the weight governing the 
light -weight championship. Butge wants to fight at 138 pounda, 
five pounds over the limit, but it is doubtful if the American 
champion will give the English champion this great advantage.

American boxers receive no concessions when 
they go to England, and I am certain if Burge fought at 133 
pounds, and Mc Autiffe, as champion of America, went to Eng- 
land to fight him he would not concede even one pound in 
weight if he supposed it would put him at a disadvantage. 
McAuliffe holds the key of the light-weight championship lock, 
and he will not lose either caste or the championship if he does 
not fight Barge unless the latter agrees to meet him according 
to the rules. 
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Joe McGrath, the pigmy Irish champion, who 
fought Billy Plimmer, owing to the wonderful piuck he displayed 
received as much money for losing as one-half of the pugilists 
receive in England for winning. After the fight a subscription 
list was headed by Jack McAuliffe, who put up $50. The con- 
tributions were liberal, and Joe, besides getting the loser’s end 
of the purse, which was $700, received nearly $500 from the sub- 
scriptions, and Judge Newton gave him $250 in addition. Mc- 
Grath possesses great pluck, but to be achamplion a great deal 
more than courage is necessary. Hard hi:ting qualities, good 
judgment and prize ring tactics, which the Irish champion lacks, 
are attributes which must make up the combination, with cour- 
age included. What is the use of courage in the prize ring if 
you cannot hit asoften and just as hard as your opponent? 
Courage, of course, is admired, and sometimes it wins batties 
when backed up by aggressive fighting abilities and stamina, 
Mike McCoole, one of the champions of America in the Sixties, 
possessed wonderful courage and great hitting powers, but he 
was slow on his feet and he lacked bot! prize ring generaiship 
and possessed no judgment. Tom Allen, who succeeded Mc- 
, Coole to the championship when they fought on Chatean {sland 
in 1873, made a chopping block of the dig, powerful McCowle. 
He pounded his broad face toa jelly, and although McCoole did 
not have one chance of winning in one hundred, he possessed 
that stubborn bulldog courage and refused to give In even when 
Allen begged of his backers totake him away. If McCoole had 
quit he would have been styled a quitter, but he might just as 
well have given up the contest as to be butchered just to please 

those who had backed him. 


Jack Boylan, the Irish aeuebbins. who also hailed 
from Dublin, came to this country in the seventies. He styied 
himself champion of Ireland, althcugh outside of his bulidog 
pluck he could not box or fight. Boylan fought Peter Croker at 
Sands Point, L. I., and because he came from Ireland he was 
backed heavily by the Irish brigade. Boylan went to the scratch 
with a belt of the immortal green round his waist, and his stock- 
ings were tied with creen garters He went to the seratch 
whistiing the “Rocky Road to Dublin.” He could not Syut one 
icta, but he continued to go up to be slaughtered until bis face 
resembled a butcher's chopping biock. When his face was ter- 
ribly battered and he had no chance of winning, he refused to 





quit, and with his lips protruded and out of shape he would con- 
tinae responding to the cali of time, whistling popular Irish 
airs. Croker knocked him out, or else he would have continued 
to hopelessly fight. After the battle, when sitting down bathing 
his bruised and battered face In the water of the Sound, he said: 
“Well, boys, did I please you all?”

McGrath came from Ireland; so did Boylan; but 
neither had half the horse sense that Maher did. for Joe Goddard 
used him for a punching bag. and when he found it was useless 
to continue Sighting he gave up trying his hopeless task.

Billy Kelly, when he fought Sam Collyer for the 
championship of America was another pugilist who did not 
know when he was beaten. At the time he fought Collyer at 
Strickland, Pa... he stood up round after round, and would not 
give up although he did not have aten to one chance. When 
over one hundred rounds had been fought he became exhausted. 
At the time Jake Kilrain fought John L. Sullivan for $20,000, an 
outside bet of $2,000, and the “Police Gusette” championship 
belt, Kllrain would not give up. Sullivan did not knock him 
out, neither did Elirain quit. Klirain would have fought prob- 
ably until night if his strength would have stood by him. He 
begged his seconds not to throw up the sponge until he gave up 
all hopes of winning. Mike Donovan, whe was his second: 
threw up the sponge at the end of the 75th round in the cause

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SOME EXCITING GLOVE CONTESTS. 


On Dec. 30, at Pawtucket, R. 1., there was several exciting 
glove contests. The first bout was for the 110-pound champion- 
ship between Thotmas Grogan, of Olneyville, and James Bren- 
nan, of Pawtucket. The latter was badly worsted at tho end of 
the second round, but was game until carly in the fourth round, 
when he was knocked down and the bout was given to Grogan. 

A warm contest was the second, between Charles [agzins 
and William Costigan, Providence middie-weights. Costigan 
was much the heavier and did nearly ali of the leading but 
llaggins was clever at ducking and eluding the heavy blows of 
his opponent. In the fourth round Costigan was declared tho 
victor. 

There came a grand surprise in the third bout, when Ed 
Moore of this city, and Charles Hodell, of Providence, entered 
the ring for the 115-pound championship. Just 20 seconds had 
elapsed when Hodell went down under one of Moore’s blows 
that landed on his jugular. He was unable to rally and Moore 
won the bout without having fairly got v armed up. 

One of the best contests was between Gus Willet, of Newport, 
and Arnold Hellborn, of Previcence, for the 138-pound cham- 
plonship. In the fourth Willet was an easy winner. 

All of the above were 4-round bouts, and each winner was 
pr ted with a hand gold watch. 

The closing event was a 6-round contest for a gold medal be- 
tween Joseph Eaton and Billy Edwards, of Providence, each 
weighing about 140 pounds. 

At the end of the third honors were about even. Good work 
was done by both in the fourth round, but, to the surprise of all, 
Eaton eried quit at the opening of the fifth round, and Edwards 
took the medcal.

ll. Hosmer, of Boston, and George Bubear, the champion of 
England, who are to row on Jan. 30 over the Thames champion- 
ship course for £400 and the championship, the PoLice Gazette 
correspondent writes:

8. W., San Francisco, Cal.—Dick Burge was born in Chelten- 
ham, Eng., Dec 19, 1865, stands 5 feet 7 inches in height and 
weighs in condition about 138 pounds, He first came into promi- 
nent notice among the lovers of boxing when only 18 years of 
age, by defeating R. Smith of Birmingham ina glove contest. 
This so satisfied his friends that they tched him against J. 
Lowe of Newcastle fur $100 with the gloves, Dick proving suc- 
cessful, the battie lasting 22 minutes. His opponent, not liking 
the decision, again threw down the gauntlet, but only for $50. 
The result was still more favorable to Burge, who,on this oc- 
casion, won in 12 minutes. He now tried his hand at the old 
style, and was matched with Bob Foster of Newcastle, for $50 a 
side, when Burge again proved victorious, the encounter lasting 
28 minutes. Subsequentiy Burge had a long rest from actual 
warfare, though he frequently had on the mittens at venefits, 
besides performing at the various races throughout the country; 
but, visiting the metropolis between two and three years age, 
he was pitted against Ben Seth of Lambeth for a 12-reund con- 
test, at a well-known resort at the West End. In this encounter, 
which was of a desperate character, the Londoner proved the 
victor, After this, however, he defeated Felix Scott (the colored 
boxer) at Liverpoo!, and Frank Howson of Manchester, at New- 
castle, in 1888; but on April 23 he again met the latter in the 
circus at Sheffield, when he lost on a foul in the second round. 
Burge afterwards boxed with Johnny Robinson of South 
Shields, at 138 pounds, for $1,000. This came off at St. George's 
Hall, Newcastle, on Nov. 5, 1888, and by arrangement was re- 
stricted to 12 rounds. Robinson had the best of the last three 
rounds, but failed to knock Burge out of time, so the battle 
ended in a draw. His next fight was with Jim Carney, for 
$5,000, on May 26, 1891. The test was decided in the Boro’, 
London, and Burge won the match and the title in the eloventh 
round, on # foul, Another attempt was made to match Carney 
and Burge. but the efforts were futile, as no concessions would 
be made as regards weight, Burge’'s last fight was with Lachie 
Thomson, the Scotchman, whom he encountered at the Ken- 
nington Social Club, London, for a purse of $2,750, June 97 last, 
when Burge made short work of his opponent, who lasted but 5 
minutes and 30 seconds, 
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FOUGHT HIM TO A STANDSTILL. 


On Dee. 31 Charley McCarthy and Mike Kearney tought ac- 
cording to Police Gazette” rules in the Ariel Club, Philadel- 
phia, McCarthy halls from the Quaker City and Kearney from 
Lynn, Mass. Kearney is taller and had a much longer reach 
than the Philadelphia man. The first round was light, McCarthy 
doing most of the leading. Kearney appeared to be afraid to 
lead. In the second round McCarthy made it hot for the Mas 
suchusetts lad, His rushes were terrific, and Kearney resorted 
to hugging to save himself. 

The third round was a rattling one, both men fighting at their 
best and both doing good work. Kearney caught on to Mc- 
Carthy’s style of rushing in with his head down, and began driv- 
ing in right-hand upper-cuts, Some of them landed and stung 
McCarthy, making him fight all the harder. Kearney claimed 
that McCarthy fouled him, but no attention was paid to the 
claim, and McCarthy laughed sneeringly at the lanky visitor, 

In the fourth round McCarthy rushed Kearney aii around the 
ring, punching him with left and right and fighting him to a 
standstill, 
have been put to sleep. 
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THE REFEREE MADE IT A DRAW. 


On January 1 Goody Dick, better known as Kennedy, and 
Baltimore, an attache of the East St. Louls race track, fought 17 
rounds for a purse of $200, near Brooklyn, Ill. The men are both 
colored and weighed in at 180 pounds each. Five hundred 
spectators witnessed the mill. Baltimore had the best of the 
fight in the firet round, but in the second he fell short, when 
Dick landed a heavy right in Baltimore's face, sending him to 
the ropes. Baltimore was m re cautious for the remaining 15 
rounds, 

At the end of the seventeenth round, although some hard 
fighting had been done, neither seemed to have the better of it. 
The men were willing to continue, but the referee declared it a 
draw, so the purse was divided, The decision was unsatisfac- 
tory and a general row was narrowly averted, The men will be 
matched for « finish fight ina few days. Kennedy is originally 
from New Orleans, and lost a fight a week or so ago for fouling 
his antagonist, the Chicage Stock Yard Giant.

WHAT CORBETT WAS TO DO. 

Jim Corbett, in teiiing ef the plan that he laid out tor his 
attack On Sullivan in the big fight, salid:—"Il was to keep away 
for twenty rounds, landing now and then, taking no chances. 
Then I was to zaake a desperate finish, give veice to some ex- 
pression which would indicate my desperation to the audience 
and excite Sullivan; then fight for all the strength I had left in 
me. The point was that not a single pugilist who ever met Sul- 
livan gave him agame finish. I was to do that, and fight until 
I was smashed to pleces and fell unconscious on the floor of the 
ring. We argued that the public would say:—‘Corbett is the 
gamest man that ever met Sullivan; he put up a game fight, 
and he did not stop until he was licked, and licked bad.’”’ 

BILL READER BADLY BEATEN. 


The battle between Bill Reader and Harrys Spurden for the 
nine-stone championship of England and a purse of £110 was 
decided in the National Sporting Club, London, England, on 
Dec. 19. Reader was jed by Bob Kirby and Bill Watson, 
and touk the corner nearest the stage, Spurden being seconded 
by Sem Biakelock and Tom Herrick, his trainer. B. J. Angle 
took up his position as referee, with Tom Anderson, the time- 
keeper, beside him. 

In the twentieth round Spurden forced the fighting and pun- 
ished Reader terribly. The latter was unable to continue and 
Spurden was declared the winner.

According to the particulars received from San 
Francisco the clove contest between Biliy Murphy, of New Zeal- 
and, aud Tommy White, of Chicago, and the contest between 
Johnny Van Leest and Sol Smith were curious affairs, both as 
far as the pugiiists and the officials were concerned. In the 
White and Murphy fight Walter Watson, the referee, declared 
all bets off after the pugilists had fought three rounds, because 
the pugilists were not fighting to bis satisfaction. Watson had 
no power to declare bets off, and his decision, as far as the bets 
were concerned, amounted to nothing, and stakeholders who 
held wagers on the result of the contest were not compelled to 
allow the decision to influence them in giving the money up. 
A referee has nothing to do with anything outside of the affair 
in which he is appointed to decide.

Walter Watson is no tyro at the game. He has 
fought in the ring and is thoroughly posted, an’ he knows he 
had no power to declare bets off, but did so to please some one.

The glove contest in the California Athletic Club, 
between Sol Smith, of Los Angeles, and Johnny Van Leest, ot 
Puluth, Wis., was another battle in which the referee was not 
conversant with the rules, or else he did not care about enforc- 
ing them. The fight belonged to either one up to the fourteenth 
round, Smith threw Van Heest and fell on him, bearing down 
on his neck with his knees. Van Heest arose and dropped 
Smith to his knees with a well-directed right. Smith rushed in 
aud swung his right, sending Van [eest down. The latter's 
head struck the floor with a thud, and he lay motionless. Van 
Lleest'’s second, seeing the jig was up, threw up the sponge. 
Five m‘nutes after the fight Van Heest was borne to the dress- 
ing room, not having fully regained consciousness I have an 
idea that a boxer must live on the Pacific Slope to receive fair 
play, judging by the Siddons and Sol Smith fight, and the lat- 
ter'’s battle with Van Heest.

John L. Suliivan has again shifted the cut on be- 
ing introduced to the audience in the Windsor Theatre, New 
York, by Frank B. Murtha, the popular manager of the theatre. 
Sullivan made a stirring speech, which lasted for fully 5 min- 
utes, The conquered champion said, among other things, that 
he hai not the remotest idea of fighting Corbett again. Ue 
stated with trembling voice and moistened eyes that his day 
had come at last, and that he was no longer young ner ener- 
getic enough to battle against youth and strength. ‘Corbett,” 
he said, “whipped me fairly and honestly. When I fought him 
I was already a wreck of old age and reckless living.’ (Loud 
cheers and cries of “John, you could yet whip him with proper 
training.”’) ‘‘Iam making a comfortable living in the theatri- 
cal profession,” he continued, ‘‘and I am perfectly satisfied 
without whipping other people. There is one thing, however, I 
wish to say, and that is, if I still was champion I would fight 
within a year. Corbett refuses to, but after all he must be given 
credit for the clear brain he possesses.” Sullivan also sald that 
the allegations he made against his backers were based on 
sound facts, but he did not make any personal attack on their 
characters, nor did he mention their names. As far as the re- 
ports were concerned that he was crazy, he said they were ali 
bosh, as his personal appearance and speech could prove. 
When the defeated hero finished, the audience literally Jumped 
out of their seats to applaud his speech. Sullivan was a great 
pugilist in his day, but he shoul@ now retire from the prize 
ring, for his constitution will not stand the strain of training, 
aud when a man cannot train it is foolish for him to engage in 
even a fvot race, let alone a fistic encounter,

It Dick Burge is the light-weight champion of 
Engiand, and there is no doubt aboutit, he having defeated 
Jimmy Carney for that title by a foul, he must fight according 
to the rules that govern the light-weight championship, that is 
asfaras the pugilistic premiership is concerned in this coun- 
try. Jack McAuliffe is the recognized light-weight champion 
of America. Ile has defended that title against all challengers 
for years and always stood ready to meet any pugilist in the 
world at the weight which governs the light-weight champion- 
ship, which is 133 pounds. At the time Richard K. Fox offered 
the “Police Gazette” light-weight championship belt to govern 
latter title, and which trophy was open for any boxer in the 
world to contend for, providing he could fight at 138 pounds or 
below, McAuliffe claimed the trophy and fought for it until it 
became his own property. McAuliffe often to secure matches 
had to give weight away, but he was not compelled to do so, and 
if a challenger refused to ight at 133 pounds McAuliffe could have 
refused to battle and still held the title. Burge cannot fight at 
133 pounds. It isa difficult task for him to train down to 140 
pounds, which is seven pounds over the championship limit, and 
McAuliffe would be foolish to arrange any match unless the 
English champion agreed to fight at the weight governing the 
light -weight championship. Bulge wants to fight at 1388 pounda, 
five pounds over the limit, but it is doubtful if the American 
champion will give the English champion this great advantage.

American boxers receive no concessions when 
they go to England, and I am certain if Burge fought at 133 
pounds, and Mc Autiffe, as champion of America, went to Eng- 
land to fight him he would not concede even one pound in 
weight if he supposed it would put him at a disadvantage. 
McAuliffe holds the key of the light-weight championship lock, 
and he will not lose either caste or the championship if he does 
not fight Barge unless the latter agrees to meet him according 
to the rules. es 


+ 
Joe McGrath, the pigmy Irish champion, who 
fought Billy Plimmer, owing to the wonderful pinck he displayed 
received as much money for losing as one-half of the pugilists 
receive in England for winning. After the fight a subscription 
list was headed by Jack McAuliffe, who put up $50. The con- 
tributions were liberal, and Joe, besides getting the loser’s end 
of the purse, which was $700, received nearly $500 from the sub- 
scriptions, and Judge Newton gave him $250 in addition. Mc- 
Grath possesses great pluck, but to be achamplon a great deal 
more than courage is necessary. Hard hi:ting qualities, good 
judgment and prize ring tactics, which the Irish champion lacks, 
are attributes which must make up the combination, with cour- 
age included. What is the use of courage in the prize ring if 
you cannot hit as often and just as hard as your opponent? 
Courage, of course, is admired, and sometimes it wins batties 
when backed up by aggressive fighting abilities and stamina. 
Mike McCoole, one of the champions of Am-rica in the Sixties, 
possessed wonderful courage and great hitting powers. but he 
was slow on his feet and he lacked bot! prize ring generalship 
and possessed no judgment. Tom Allen, who succeeded Mc- 
, Coole to the championship when they fought on Chatean {sland 
in 1873, made a chopping block of the big, powerful MecCowle. 
He pounded his broad face toa jelly, and although McCoole did 
not have one chance of winning in one hundred, he possessed 
that stubborn bulldog courage and refused to give in even when 
Alien begged of his backers to take him away. If McCoole had 
quit he would have been styled a quitter, but he might just as 
well have given up the contest as to be butchered just to please 

those who had backed him. 


Jack Boylan, the Irish p AER who also hailed 
from Dublin, came to this country in the seventies. He styled 
himself champion of Ireland, althcugh outside of his bulidog 
pluck he could not box or fight. Boylan fought Peter Croker at 
Sands Point, L. I., and because he came from Ireland he was 
backed heavily by the Irish brigade. Boylan went to the scratch 
with a belt of the immortal green round his waist, and his stock- 
ings were tied with green parters He went to the seratch 
whistiing the “Rocky Road to Dublin.” He could not gut one 
icta, but he continued to go up to be slaughtered until bis face 
resembled a butcher's chopping biock. When his face was ter- 
ribly battered and he had no chance of winning, he refused to 





quit, and with his lips protraded and out of shape he would con- 
tinue responding to the cali of time, whistling popular Irish 
airs. Croker knocked him out, or else he would have continued 
to hopelessly fight. After the battle, when sitting down bathing 
his bruised and battered face in the water of the Sound, he said: 
“Well, boys, did I please you all?”

McGrath came from Ireland; so did Boylan; but 
neither had half the horse sense that Maher did, for Joe Goddard 
used him for a punching bag, and when he found it was useless 
to continue Sighting he gave up trying his hopeless task.

Billy Kelly, when he fought Sam Collyer for the 
championship of America was another pugilist who did not 
know when he was beaten. At the time he fought Collyer at 
Strickland, Pa... he stood up round after reund, and would not 
give up although he did not have aten to one chance. When 
over one hundred rounds had been fought he became exhausted. 
At the time Jake Kilrain fought John L. Sullivan for $20,000, an 
outside bet of $2,000, and the “Police Gazette” championship 
belt, Kllrain would not give up. Sullivan did not knock him 
out, neither did Klirain quit. Klirain would have fought prob- 
ably until night if his strength would have stood by him. He 
begged his seconds not to throw up the sponge until he gave up 
all hopes of winning.

SOME EXCITING GLOVE CONTESTS. 


On Dec. 30, at Pawtucket, R. 1., there was several exciting 
glove contests. The first bout was for the 110-pound champion- 
ship between Thomnas Grogan, of Olneyville, and James Bren- 
nan, of Pawtucket.

There came a grand surprise in the third bout, when Ed 
Moore of this city, and Charlies Hodell, of Providence, entered 
the ring for the 115-pound championship. Just 20 seconds had 
elapsed when Hodell went down under one of Moore’s blows 
that landed on his jugular. He was unable to rally and Moore 
won the bout without having fairly got v. armed up. 

One of the best contests was between Gus Willet, of Newport, 
and Arnold Heilborn, of Previcence, for the 138-pound cham- 
plonship. In the fourth Willet was an easy winner. 

All of the above were 4-round bouts, and each winner was 
presented with a handsome gold watch. 

The closing event was a 6-round contest for a gold medal be- 
tween Joseph Eaton and Billy Edwards, of Providence, each 
weighing about 140 pounds. 

At the end of the third honors were about even. Good work 
was done by both in the fourth round, but, to the surprise of all, 
Eaton eried quit at the opening of the fifth round, and Edwards 
took the mecal.

8. W., San Francisco, Cal.—Dick Burge was born in Chelten- 
ham, Eng., Dec 19, 1865, stands 5 feet 7 inches in height and 
weighs in condition about 138 pounds, He first came into promi- 
nent notice among the lovers of boxing when only 18 years of 
age, by defeating R. Smith of Birmingham ine glove contest. 
This so satisfied his friends that they tched him against J. 
Lowe of Newcastle fur $100 with the gloves, Dick proving suc- 
cessful, the battle lasting 22 minutes. His opp t, not liking 
the decision, again threw down the gauntiet, but only for $50. 
The result was still more favorable to Burge, who,on this oc- 
casion, won in 12 minutes. He now tried his hand at the old 
style, and was matched with Bob Foster of Newcastle, for $50 a 
side, when Burge again proved victorious, the encounter lasting 
28 minutes. Subsequentiy Burge had a long rest from actual 
warfare, though he frequently had on the mittens at venefits, 
besides performing at the various races throughout the country ; 
but, visiting the metropolis between two and three years ago, 
he was pitted against Ben Seth of Lambeth for a 12-reund con- 
test, at a well-known resort at the West End. In this encounter, 
which was ofa desperate character, the Londoner proved the 
victor, After this, however, he defeated Felix Scott (the colored 
boxer) at Liverpool, and Frank Howson of Manchester, at New- 
castle, in 1888; but on April 23 he again met the latter in the 
circus at Sheffield, when he lost on a foul in the second round. 
Burge afterwards boxed with Johnny Robinson of South 
Shields, at 1388 pounds, for $1,000. This came off at St. George's 
Hall, Newcastle, on Nov. 5, 1888, and by arrangement was re- 
stricted to 12 rounds. Robinson had the best of the last three 
rounds, but failed to knock Burge out of time, so the battle 
ended in a draw. His next fight was with Jim Carney, for 
$5,000, on May 26, 1891. The t was decided in the Boro’, 
London, and Burge won the match and the title in the eleventh 
round, on # foul, Another attempt was made to match Carney 
and Burge, but the efforts were futile, as no concessions would 
be made as regards weight, Burje’s last Oght was with Lachie 
Thomson, the Scotchman, whom he encountered at the Ken- 
nington Social Club, London, for a purse of $2,750, June 97 last, 
when Burge made short work of his opponent, who lasted but 5 
minutes and 30 seconds, 
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FOUGHT HIM TO A STANDSTILL. 


On Dec, 31 Charley McCarthy and Mike Kearney tought ac- 
cording to Police Gazette” rules in the Ariel Club, Philadel- 
phia, McCarthy halls from the Quaker City and Kearney from 
Lynn, Mass. Kearney is taller and had a much longer reach 
than the Philadelphia man. The first round was light, McCarthy 
doing most of the leading. Kearney appeared to be afraid to 
lead. In the second round McCarthy made it hot for the Mas 
suchusetts lad, His rushes were terrific, and Kearney resorted 
to hugging to save himself, 

The third round was a rattling one, both men fighting at their 
best and both doing good work. Kearney caught on to Mc- 
Carthy’s style of rushing in with his head down, and began driv- 
ing in right-hand upper-cuts, Some of them landed and stung 
McCarthy, making him fight all the harder. Kearney claimed 
that McCarthy fouled him, but no attention was paid to the 
claim, and McCarthy laughed sneeringly at the lanky visitor. 

In the fourth round McCarthy rushed Kearney aii around the 
ring, punching him with left and right and fighting him to a 





standstill, Had the round lasted a few secoads longer he would 


have been put to sleep.

THE REFEREE MADE IT A DRAW. 


On January 1 Goody Dick, better known as Kennedy, and 
Baltimore, an attache of the Bast St. Louls race track, fought 17 
rounds for a purse of $200, near Brooklyn, Ill. The men are both 
colored and weighed in at 180 pounds each. Five hundred 
spectators witnessed the mill. Baltimore had the best of the 
fight in the firet round, but in the second he fell short, when 
Dick landed a heavy right in Buitimore’s face, sending him to 
the ropes. Baltimore was m re cautious for the remaining 15 
rounds, 

At the end of the seventeenth round, although some hard 
fighting had been done, neither seemed to have the better of it. 
The men were willing to continue, but the referee declared it a 
draw, so the purse was divided, The decision was unsatisfac- 
tory and a general row was narrowly averted, The men will be 
matched for « finish fight ina few days. Kennedy is originally 
from New Orleans, and lost a fight a week or so ago for fouling 
his antagonist, the Chicage Stock Yard Giant.

WHAT CORBETT WAS TO DO. 

Jim Corbett, in teiiing ef the plan that he laid out tor his 
attack On Sullivan in the big fight, sald:—"I was to keep away 
for twenty rounds, landing now and then, taking no chances. 
Then I was to zaake a desperate finish, give veice to some ex- 
pression which would indicate my desperation to the audience 
and excite Sullivan; then fight for all the strength I had left in 
me. The point was that not a single pugilist who ever met Sul- 
livan gave him agame finish. I was to do that, and fight until 
I was smashed to pleces and fell unconscious on the floor of the 
ring. We argued that the public would say:—‘Corbett is the 
gamest man that ever met Sullivan; he put up a game fight, 
and he did not stop until he was licked, and licked bad.’"” 

BILL READER BADLY BEATEN. 


The battle between Bill Reader and Harrys Spurden for the 
nine-stone championship of England and a purse of £110 was 
decided in the National Sporting Club, London, England, on 
Dec. 19. Reader was jed by Bob Kirby and Bill Watson, 
and took the corner nearest the stage, Spurden being seconded 
by Sem Blakelock and Tom Herrick, his trainer. B. J. Angie 
took up his position as referee, with Tom Anderson, the time- 
keeper, beside him. 

In the twentieth round Spurden forced the fighting and pun- 
ished Reader terribly.
